D.  White  the  little  log  cabin  in 
wliich  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy 
Hanks,  parents  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
were  married  on  June  12th,  1806,  is 
■  now  owned  by  the  state  of  Ken- 
!  tucky.    The  deed  to  the  property , 
!  was,  within  the  last  ten  days,  pre- 
i  sented  by  the  Harrodsburg  Histori- 
j  cal  Society  to  the  Kentucky  State 
I  Park  Commission. 

This  cabin  originally  stood  near 
Beech  Fork  in  Washington  county, 
about  thirty  miles  from  Herrods- 
burg.  Many  years  ago  it  was  pre- 
sented, by  W.  C.  Clements  to  the 
Harrodsburg  Historical  Society  for 
preservation  and  was  removed  to 
Harrodsburg  and  re-lqcated  on 
about  a  half  acre  tract  of  ground 
given  to  the  society  by  Miss  Irene 
Moore.  The  presentation  to  the 
state  of  this  Lincoln  marriage  cabin 
and  the  ground  on  which  it  stood 1 
in  Harrodsburg  becomes  a  part  of 
the  Pioneer  Memorial  Stat#  Park  in 
which  stood  Old  Fort  Harrod.  log 
stockade,  and  first  permanent  set- 
tlement of  Kentucky.  This  is  being 
maintained  as  a  shrine  to  the  pio- 
neers. 

Kentucky  and  Indiana  have  both 
furthered  the  erection  and  mainten- 
ance of  memorials  to  the  Lincoln's, 
and  they  are  expected  to  join  heart- 
ily in  the  providing  of  the  latest 
proposed  memorial — the  Lincoln  Na- 
tional Highway  from  Hodgenville, 
Ky.,  to  Beardstown,  Illinois.

Pioneer  Museum  1 
In  Kentucky  Park 

Within  the  25  acres  of  Pioneer 
Park  in  Harrodsburg,  Ky.,  are 
packed  the  relics  of  the  state's 
oldest  permanent  settlement,  es- 
tablished by  Captain  Harrod  in 
1774. 

The  park  includes  an  exact  rep- 
lica of  Fort  Harrod.  Within  the 
stockade  are  authentic  reproduc- 
tions of  Kentucky's  first  school 
house  and  pioneer  cabins. 

The  fort  is  a  museum  of  furni- 
ture and  implements  fashioned  by 
early  American  pioneers. 

The  log  cabin  in  which  Thomas 
Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks,  par- 
ents of  Abraham  Lincoln,  lived 
after  marriage  in  1806,  has  been 
moved  to  the  park  and  enclosed 
by  a  colonial  building. 

Also  within  the  park  is  "Little 
God's  Acre,"  Kentucky's  oldest 
burial  ground,  famous  for  quaint 
markers  and  epitaphs.

1  The  cabin,  In  which  Nancy  Hanks 
and  Thomas  Lincoln  were  married 
nearly  125  years  ago,  has  been  in  the 
state  park  here  for  several  years  and 
plans  to  place  it  in  a  building  for 
permanent  preservation  were  cpm- 
pleted  several  months  ago.  The  foun- 
dation of  the  structure  is  nearly  com- 
pleted. Last  week  the  cabin  was 
placed  inside  the  foundation  and  set 
In  the  position  it  will  occupy  in  the 
temple.

HARRODSBURG  (Ky.)  June  12.  a^P)— The  wedding  in  the  Ken- 
tucky wilderness  125  years  ago  unitingVrom  Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks, 
parents  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  was  re-enacted  at  Pioneer  Memorial  State 
Park  here  today.  +   The  program  was  opened  with  a 


A  radio  audience  on  a  coast-to- 
coast  hook-up  heard  the  ceremonies 
dedicating  the  little  temple  shelter- 
ing the  cabin  in  which  the  Civil 
War  President's  parents  were  mar- 
ried, June  12,  1806.  Some  5000 
townspeople  and  visitors  gathered 
on  the  historic  ground  overlooked 
by  old  Fort  Harrod  and  the  ceme- 
tery where  sleep  Kentucky's  first 
settlers.  Several  spectators  were 
temporarily  overcome  by  the  heat 
during  the  ceremonies. 

DOAK'S  TRIBUTE 

William  N.  Doak,  Secretary  of 
Labor,  who  delivered  the  dedicatory 
address  as  a  representative  of  the 
national  government,  paid  tribute 
to  Lincoln's  parents  and  said  Lin- 
coln owed  much  of  his  strength  of 
character  to  the  hardships  of  his 
youth.

NEW    PORTRAIT  UNVEILED 


Tablets  at  Harrodsburg  Honor  the 
Pioneer  Woman  and  Man  She 
Married  125  Years  Ago.

HARRODSBURG,  Ky.,  June  12.- 
A  log  cabin  in  which  Thomas  Lin- 
coln and  Nancy  Hanks  were  married 
125  years  ago  today  was  dedicated 
this  afternoon  as  a  national  shrine. 
It  is  now  enclosed  by  a  brick  and 
stone  temple,  built  in  the  style  of 
pioneer  Kentucky  churches. 

The  day  was  a  State  holiday  in 
Kentucky  and  thousands  of  visitors 
thronged  this  historic  town,  the  first 
white  settlement  west  of  the  Alle- 
ghanies.  Among  them  were  many 
distinguished  visitors  from  other 
States. 

William  N.  Doak,  Secretary  of 
Labor,  paid  tribute  to  the  pioneers, 
the  stock  from  which  Abraham  Lin- 
coln's parents  came,  and  likewise  the 
stock  from  which  sprang  the  greater 
part  of  the  audience  that  heard  him 
deliver  the  dedicatory  address. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  forty 
miles  west  of  Harrodsburg,  near 
Hodgenville,  three  years  after  his 
parents  were  married.  His  birth- 
place, already  dedicated  as  a  shrine, 
was  a  cabin  very  much  like  the  one 
that  was  dedicated  here  today. 

The  marriage  was  re-enacted  to- 
day by  students  of  Transylvania  Col- 
lege of  Lexington,  the  oldest  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning  in  Kentucky. 
Girls  in  Colonial  costumes  acted  as 
guides  and  showed  visitors  through 
the  Pioneer  Memorial  State  Park,  in 
one  corner  of  which  the  marriage  I 


temple  stands.  The  park  contain-, 
an  old  stockade  and  blockhouse  and 
is  an  exact  duplicate  of  old  Fort 
Harrod. 

Lincoln  Portrait  Unveiled. 

Tonight  at  a  dinner  here  a  life- 
size  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
by  Clifton  J.  Long  of  New  York, 
was  unveiled.  The  portrait  will  be 
hung  in  the  "mansion"  in  the  Memo- 
rial Park. 

On  the  outside  a  tablet  recites  that 
the  temple  was  given  by  Mrs.  Ed- 
mund Burke  Ball  of  Muncie,  Ind., 
in  memory  of  her  husband. 

In  one  of  thf  four  tablets  inside 
of  the  cabin  is  this  tribute  to  Nancy 
Hanks  Lincoln:  * 

Nancy  Hanks-1784-1818. 
Born  in  the  backwoods  of  Vir- 
ginia, reared  amidst  the  primeval 
forests  of  Kentucky,  died  in  the 
wilderness  of  Indiana.  Yet  through 
these  obscure  years  of  toil  and 
hardship  she  fulfilled  a  deathless 
destiny.  Mother  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, sixteenth  President  of  the 
United  States.  Gentle,  industrious, 
patient,  courageous,  her  short  and 
simple  life  epitomizes  the  heroic 
virtues  of  pioneer  women;  her 
name  will  ever  be  an  inspiration  to 
the  motherhood  of  every  land. 
Frail  of  body,  she  gave  to  humanity 
the  most  colossal  figure  of  modern 
times.  Untutored  ;  herself,  she 
planted  within  his  youthful  breast 
a  love  of  learning.  Despite  her 
narrow  environment,  she  endowed 
her  son  with  a  breadth  of  vision 
that  saved  the  Union  and  made  a 
people  free.  "God  bless  my 
mother,"  said  Abraham  Lincoln. 
"All  that  I  am  or  ever  hope  to  be, 
I  owe  to  her." 

Kentuckiai»  Identified  Cabin. 

The  inscription  was  written  by  Wil- 
I  liam  H.  Townsend.  of  Lexington, 
author  of  "Abraham  Lincoln  and  His 
Wife's  Home  Town"  and  other  Lin- 
coln books. 

Another  tablet  relates  the  history 
of  the  cabin,  one  the  history  of  the 
temple  and  one  is  an  appreciation  of 
Thomas  Lincoln,  written  by  Ross 
Lockridge,  a  historian  of  Blooming- 
ton,  Ind. 

The  crude  one-room  cabin  was 
moved  twenty  years  ago  from  Wash- 
ington County,  Ky.,  after  having 
stood  neglected  on  a  lonely  hillside 
there  for  nearly  a  century. 

The  cabin  was  found  and  its  iden- 
tity established  by  N.  L.  Curry  of 
Harrodsburg,  who  enlisted  the  aid  of 
other  Central  Kentuckians  in  raising 
funds  to  pay  for  its  removal  to  the 
State  park  here. 
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SOUVENIR   FOR   LINCOLN   MARRIAGE  TEMPLE 

A  handsomely  bound  forty  page  book,  "Lincoln  Marriage  Temple,"  was 
issued  from  the  press  of  The  Herald  this  week  and  is  now  ready  for  distri- 
bution. It  is  enclosed  in  a  neatly  decorated  box  and  priced  to  sell  at  one 
dollar  per  copy.  The  sale  of  the  books  will  be  handled  at  the  office  of  The 
Herald,  the  Fort,  »nd  the  Lincoln  Marriage  Temple.  Nothing  has  been 
spared  to  make  this  volume  of  high  value  to  all  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  life  of  Lincoln,  or  in  the  Marriage  Temple,  the  dedication  of  which  is 
responsible  for  the  publication.  Many  biographers  have  gone  at  length  into 
the  life  of  the  great  Lincoln.  A  number  of  them  have  touched  upon  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  ,marriage  of  his  parents  .  This,  however,  Is 
the  first  volume  dedicated  entirely  to  the  consideration  of  the  facts  con- 
cerning that  marriage. 

The  book  is  factual  above  everything.  The  authors  have  gone  back 
to  the  old  records  and  by  a  process  of  diligent  research  discovered  documents 
on  the  marriage  of  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks  that  have  not  been 
published  before.  The  idea  which  the  editors  had  chiefly  in  mind  is  best 
expressed  by  the  book  itself  in  the  following  terms,  "The  purpose  of  this 
volume  is  to  present  the  indisputable  facts  that  have  been  collected  con- 
cerning the  marriage  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  parents.  The  sources  of  information 
are  many  and  accredited.  They  are  court  records  in  which  are  shown  the 
marriage  bond  and  the  minister's  returns,  the  witnesses  present  at  the  mar- 
riage and  the  statements  of  relatives  of  the  family.  To  these  are  added  a 
most  valuable  historic  paper  prepared  for  the  Harrodsburg  Historical  So- 
ciety by  Mr.  James  L.  Isenberg.  A  copy  of  the  Marriage  Ritual  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  of  the  period,  furnished  by  the  Reverend  Dr.  W.  E.  Arnold, 
Historian  for  the  Kentucky  Conference.  A  citation  of  the  legal  statutes 
under  which  marriage  was  permitted  to  be  performed  in  1806,  with  an  in- 
teresting analysis  of  the  law  of  that  day  and  the  more  flexible  one  of  this 
day,  is  given  by  Editor  Max  Charleston,  Fellow  of  Oxford  University  and  a 
Barrister  at  Law.  A  short  extract  from  the  life  of  the  man  who  married 
Lincoln's  parents,  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Barton,  is  given;  and  a  descriptive  poem  of 
Rev.  Jesse  Head,  by  Mr.  Henry  Cleveland  Wood,  is  produced."  The  authen- 
ticity of  the  marriage  is  proven  in  "The  Lincoln  Marriage  Temple"  beyond 
all  question  of  doubt.  The  marriage  was  conducted  according  to  all  of  the 
processes  of  law  and  custom  in  the  days  in  which  it  was  performed. 

The  book  is  attractively  decorated  with  pictures  of  the  Temple  and  the 
Cabin.  It  also  contains  the  pictures  of  the  tablets  that  are  erected  in  the 
Temple. 

Additional  facts  concerning  the  life  of  Lincoln,  and  interesting  discus- 
sions of  the  Temple  and  its  dedication  are  also  to  be  found  in  this  book 
It  is  artistically  arranged  and  decorated  in  a  beautifully  engraved  cover. 

"Lincoln  Marriage  Temple"  will  be  a  distinct  addition  to  the  libraries 
of  Mercer  county  and  Kentucky;  it  will  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
biographical  literature  on  Abraham  Lincoln.

ANOTHER  LINCOLN  DRAMA 

There  will  be  another  Lincoln  drama  enacted  today  when  the  formal 
dedication  of  Lincoln  Marriage  Temple  takes  place.  It  will  be  an  event  of 
national  moment.  A  long  span  of  American  life — one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  years — will  be  bridged  and  we  will  be  taken  back  that  long  and  shown  j 
a  scene  near  Beechland,  Washington  county,  where  in  a  plain  hewed-log 
cabin  a  wedding  ceremony  was  solemnized.  Nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  in 
this  little  wedding,  but  in  years  to  come  far  reaching  results.  The  fusing 
of  two  blood  lines  into  one  under  the  authority  of  God  and  the  license  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  was  an  act  of  providence  which  was  to 
bless  mankind,  as  all  marriages  should.  From  this  union  a  child  was  to 
be  born  to  become  a  ruler  and  a  guide  to  the  nation — A  MAN  OF  DESTINY 
— a  martyr.  Far  more  inportant  today  than  eulogy  to  the  memory  of  Lin- 
coln is  the  pronouncement  of  the  facts  of  the  marriage  of  his  parents,  Thomas 
Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks,  on  a  definite  date  by  a  regular  ordained  minister 
in  the  presence  of  witnesses.  For  twenty  years  the  Harrodsburg  Historical 
Society  has  zealously  protected  the  cabin  in  which  the  marriage  took  place. 
Their  greatest  concern  has  been  to  provide  a  permanent  shelter  for  it.  This 
the  Society  did  not  have  money  to  accomplish.  The  need  of  a  protection 
for  the  cabin  came  to  the  attention  of  a  good  woman.  A  daughter  of  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel.  Reared  in  the  environment  of  a  Christian  home,  she 
posseses  a  reverence  for  the  institution  of  marriage  and  her  heart  went  out 
for  this  lowly  cabin  with  its  associations  and  was  moved  to  provide  means 
to  save  this  shrine  which  Mr.  Lincoln  would  have  considered  the  most  hal- 
lowed in  all  the  world.  That  lady  is  the  sweet-spirited  Bertha  Crosley 
Ball,  the  widow  of  the  late  Edmund  Burke  Ball,  of  Muncie,  Indiana.  It  is 
far  more  important  to  her  that  we  can  point  to  the  cabin  in  which  Mr. 
Lincoln's  parents  were  married  than  where  he  was  born  or  died.  And  thus 
today  Mrs.  Ball  pays  honor  to  the  marriage  altar. 


WE  HAVE  MANY  GUESTS  TODAY 

Harrodsburg  has  many  guests  today.  Not  to  see  us  as  a  people,  but 
because  at  Harrodsburg  is  an  object,  and  around  that  object  a  story  of  hu- 
man interest.  A  story  for  which  President  Lincoln  would  have  freely 
traded  his  office  as  chief  executive  of  the  Nation.  Those  who  cherish  the 
sentiments  that  center  around  the  sacrament  of  marriage  are  here.  Those 
who  would  pay  honor  to  the  mother  of  a  great  man  are  here.  They  have 
come  because  the  veil  of  doubt  has  been  forever  lifted  concerning  the  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Lincoln's  parents.  The  proof  is  ample  and  would  pass  in  any 
court  of  justice.  But  the  object  of  this  paragraph  is  to  speak  a  word  to 
the  citizens  of  Harrodsburg  to  put  forth  every  effort  today  to  make  the 
intended  brief  visit  an  extended  one  for  our  guests.  This  may  be  done  by 
many  thoughtful  acts  of  courtesy.  It  will  be  an  act  of  fine  courtesy  for 
Mercer  county  people  to  allow  visitors  to  park  cars  as  near  as  allowable 
to  the  Park.  If  you  see  a  car  with  a  Mercer  county  tag  on  it,  close  in  to 
the  Park,  it  will  be  an  index  to  the  character  of  the  owner  of  the  car.  You 
may  judge  the  driver  of  that  car  is  either  a  very  thoughtless  individual  or 
a  very  selfish  one.  Let  no  Harrodsburg  person  show  selfishness  today  along  I 
this  line.

The  cere* 
mony  takes  place  on  the  125th  an- 
niversary of  that  wedding. 

The  ceremonies  are  to  be  broadcast 
beginning  at  3:15  p.  m.,  and  will  be 
featured  by  an  address  by  Secretary 
of  Labor  Doak. 

Another  feature  will  be  a  re-enact- 
ment of  the  wedding  with  the  same 
Methodist  ritual  used  as  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Rev.  Jesse  Head,  a 
Methodist  minister  of  the  pioneer 
town  of  Springfield,  Ky.,  in  the  orig- 
inal ceremony.  The  Stagecrafters,  a 
dramatic  group  from  Transylvania 
university,  Lexington,  will  take  the 
dramatic  roles. 

A  Lincoln  dinner  in  the  evening 
will  assemble  about  500  distinguished 
guests. 

The  temple  ItselT  stands  just  out- 
side the  replica  of  old  Fort  Harrod. 
the  pioneer  blockhouse,  which  houses 
numerous  relics  of  early  days  in 
the  "dark  and  bloody  ground."  The 
building  was  erected  with  a  gift  of 
$8,000  from  Mrs.  Edmund  Burke  Ball, 
Muncie,  Ind.

coln and  Nancy  Hanks,  parents  of 
\  Abraham  Lincoln,  was  reSnacted  at 
Pioneer  Memorial  State  park  here  to-

It  was  the  dedication  of  the  tempi* 
sheltering  the  cabin  where  Thomas 
Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks  were  mar- 
ried. Some  6,000  townspeople  and  vis- , 
itors  gathered  on  the  historic  ground 
overlooked  by  old  Fort  Harrod  and 
the  cemetery  where  sleep  Kentucky's 
first  settlers.  Several  spectators  were 
temporarily  overcome  by  the  heat 
during  the  ceremonies. 

William  N.  Doak,  secretary  of  labor, 
who  delivered  the  dedicatory  address 
as  a  representative  of  the  national 
government,  paid  tribute  to  Lincoln'* 
parents  and  said  Lincoln  owed  much 
of  his  strength  of  character  to  the 
hardships  of  his  youth. 

The  wedding  performed  by  the  Rev. 
Jesse  Head  and  the  housewarming 
that  followed  were  dramatically  por- 
trayed by  Prof.  Howard  Saxon  and  ' 
the  stagecrafters  of  Transylvania] 
college,  Lexington. 

The  program  was  opened  with  a 
pageantry  of  Harrodsburg's  colonial 
days,  commemorating  the  167th  anni- 
versary of  th'e  founding  of  the  town  i 
by  settlers  from  Virginia.

T70URSCORE-AND-SEVEN  years  ago  our  fathers  brought 
forth  on  this  continent  a  new  nation,  conceived  in  lib  erty  and 
,  dedicated  to  the  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  equal. 

Now ;  we  are  engaged  in  a  great  civil  war,  testing  whether 
that  nation,  or  any  nation  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long 
endure.  We  are  met  on  a  great  battlefield  of  that  war.  We 
have  come  to  dedicate  a  portion  of  that  field  as  a  final  resting 
place  for  those  who  here  gave  their  lives  that  that  nation  might 
live.     It  is  altogether  fitting  and  proper  that  we  should  do  this. 

13ut,  in  a  larger  sense,  we  cannot  dedicate — we  cannot 
consecrate — we  cannot  hallow — this  ground.  The  b  rave  men, 
living  and  dead,  who  struggled  here  have  consecrated  it,  far  above 
our  power  to  add  or  to  detract.  The  world  will  little  note  nor 
long  remember  what  we  say  here,  but  it  can  never  forget  what 
they  did  here.  It  is  for  us,  the  living,  rather,  to  be  dedicated 
here  to  the  unfinished  work  which  they  who  fought  here  have 
thus  far  so  nobly  advanced.  It  is  rather  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated 
to  the  great  task,  remaining  before  us — that  from  these  nonored 
dead  we  take  increased  devotion  to  that  cause  for  which  they  ga>^e

Hanks  accepted  their  vows,  has  been 
enclosed  in  a  permanent  building,  the 
reproduction  of  an  old  church.  It  was 
built  by  Mrs.  Edmund  Burke  Ball  of 
Muncie,  Ind.,  in  memory  of  her  par- 
ents. 

Until  20  years  ago  the  location  of 
the  marriage  cabin  was  not  known.  It 
was  found  in  a  remote  section  of 
Washington  county  by  N.  L.  Curry, 
Harrodsburg.  , 

The  cabin"*  was  dismantled  and 
brought  to  Harrodsburg  and  after  be- 
ing stored  for  several  years  was  set 
up  near  the  pioneer  cemetery  on  Ft. 
Hill.  Deterioration  set  in  and  a  deci- 
sion was  made  to  enclose  the  cabin  and 
preserve  it  for  all  time. 

The  marriage  ceremony  tomorrow 
will  be  dramatized  by  the  stage  craft- 
ers  of  Transylvania  college.  1

KENTUCKY  IS  JOINED  BY  NATION 

IN  DEDICATING  MARRIAGE  TEMPLE 


Cabin  Where  Lincoln's  Par- 
ents Were  Wed.  Is  Enshrined. 


WEDDING  DRAMATIZED 


Secretary  Doak,  Representing

HARRODSBURG,  Ky.(  June?  12— 
(TP)— The  nation  joined  Kentucky  to- 
day in  dedicating  a  temple  sheltering 
a  log  cabin  which  was  the  scene  125 
year's  ago  today  of  the  wedding  of 
Tom  Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks.  A 
crowd  of  more  than  20,000  was  ex- 
pected. 

This  cabin  was  enshrined  in  a 
church-like  edifice  of  brick -and  stone 
amid  pageantry  and  oratory,  because 
in  anothCT  cabin  40  mlfts  west  of  here 
at  Hodgenville,  Ky.,  there  was  born 
to  this  couple  three  years  later  a  son, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  who  became  six- 
teenth President  of  the  United  States 
and  preserver  of  trie  Union. 

An  address  by  Secretary  William 
N.  Doak,  representing  President 
Hoover,  and  a  dramatization  of  the 
wedding  by  a  cast  from  the  Stage- 
crafters  of  Transylvania  College,  Lex- 
.ngton,  featured  the  dedicatory  pro- 
gram radiocast  on  a  coast-to-coast 
hook-up  by  the  National  Broadcast- 
ing Company.  Today  was  a  public 
holiday  In  Kentucky  by  proclamation 
of  Gov.  Sampson. 

Virginia,  as  the  birthplace  of  Lin- 
coln's parents;  Indiana,  as  the  State 
in  which  he  passed  his  boyhood,  and 
Illinois  as  the  State  that  gave  him 
to  the  Presidency  had  a  part  in  the 
program.  The  flags  of  those  States, 
with  fhe  flag  of  Kenfucky,  jopped  by 
the  national  emblem,  were  raised  over 
the  temple.  The  strains  of  "Carry  Me 
Back  to  Old  Virginia,"  "On  the*bank<; 
of  the  Wabash,"  "Ulinois"  and  "My 
Old  Kentucky  Home,"  played  by  the 
University  nf  Kentucky  Band,  pro- 
vided atmosphere  for  the  radio  audi- 
ence during  the  broadcast  from  2:15 
to  3:15  o'clock. 

ON  ANNIVERSARY 
Dedication  of  fhe  temple  came  on 
;  fhe  157th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
',  of    Harrodsburg,    firsf  permanenf- 
i  white  settlement  west  of  the  Alle- 
'  ghenie^.     Stockaded    Fort  Harrod, 
where  George  Rogers  Clark  planned 
the  conquest  of  the  Great  Northwest, 
provided  a  historic  seating  for  the 
ceremonies. 

The  marriage  temple  designed  from 
old  Lulbegrud  Church  which  once 
stood  on  Lulbegrud  creek  in  Mont- 
gomery County  stand*  oh  one  corner 
of  Pioneer  Memorial  State  Park, 
where  are  gathered  relics  of  Ken- 
tucky's pioneer  past.  On  another  cor* 
ner  of  the  park  is  the  Pioneer  Memo- 
rial Mansion  which  was  opened  this 
morotal  MtfeflNlieum  of  onion  1*1  col- 


lections. The  mansion  also  will  have 
a  room  set  aside  fox  Lincoln  pictures 
and  another  room  for  a  Lincoln  li- 
brary. 

The  cabin  in  which  the  Lincolns 
were  married  stood  on  Beech  Pork 
in  the  adjoining  courjty  of  Washing- 
ton on  the  Dick  Berry  place  at  the 
time  of  the  marriage.  It  was  brought 
here  25  years  ago. 

The  skit  dramatizing  the  marriage 
which  was  performed  by  the  Rev. 
Jesse  Head,  a'Methodlit  preacher,  was 
prepared  by  Prof.  Edward  Saxon  of 
Transylvania  College,  who  acted  the 
part  of  Mr.  Head,  with  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Durbin  as  Nancy  Hanks  and  Gentry 
Shelton  as  Thomas  Lincoln.  Thir- 
teen other  actors  portrayed  the  neighs 
bors  and  friends  who  took  part  in  the 
houswarmlng  that  followed  a  typical 
backwoods  wedding,'  in  the  days  when 
Kentucky  was  a  wilderness  and  known 
among  pioneers  as  "dark  and  bloody 
ground."

Mrs.  Edmund  Burke  Ball,  Muncle, 
Tnd.,  who  gave  the,  temple  in  memory 
of  her  parents,  was  unable  to  attend 
the  ceremonies.  Her  part  in  the  pro- 
gram was  taken  by  Mrs.  Doak,  wife 
of  the  Secretary  of  Labor.  Governor 
Sampson,  former  Gov-  Edwin  P.  Mor- 
row and  U.  S.  Senator  Alben  W. 
Barkley  made  brief  talks.

Inside  the  temple,  which  shields  the 
log  cabin  where  Thomas  Lincoln  and 
Nancy  Hanks,  father  and  mother  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  were  married  125 
years  ago.  the  wedding  was  re-enacted 
by  the  Singe  Craflers  of  Transylvania 
College,  Lexington.  An  audience  esti- 
mated at  5,000.  many  of  them  histo- 
rians and  educators  of  neighboring 
stales,  heard  the  program. 

Father  Called  Man  of  Faith 
The  ceremonies  took  place  in  front 
of  the  temple,  a  brick  Colonial  edifice 
given   to  Kentucky  by  Mrs.  Edmund 
Burke    Ball,    of     Muncie.    Ind.  The 
|  University  of  Kentucky  band  faced  the 
I  speakers'  stand.    Guests  of  honor  were 
seated  in  a  near-by  gallery. 

Secretary  Doak  described  the  father 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  as  "a  man  of  laith 
— one  who  did  his  duty  to  his  family 
and  to  the  community  m  which  he 
lived."  He  spoke  of  the  occasion  as 
|  one  "commemorative  of  things  basic- 
ally American." 

"Prom  the  marriage  solemnized  in 
j  this  cabin  came  the  fulfillment  of  the 
American    premise    that    out    of  the 
,  humble   things  of  life   greatness  can 
:  spring,"  Secretary  Doak  continued. 

"Never  a  Demagogue,"  .Says  Doak 

"T'hj  child  born  to  the  parents 
wedded  in  this  marriage  temple  was 
never  a  demagogue.  He  was  direct  and 
logical.  His  persuading  tongue  wa6 
the  tongue  of  truth.  The  ruggednsss 
of  his  honesty,  the  simplicity  of  his 
life,  the  courage  for  the  right  and  his 
masterfulness  in  the  fields  of  Just  en- 
deavor were  in  part  the  endowment  of 
his  heritage  and  in  the  acquirement  of 
hand  and  head,  the  one  ready  to  grasp 
and  the  other  ready  to  return." 

The  country  will  be  free  and  her 
people  united  so  long  as  the  principles 
and  precepts  ol  l  he  pioneers  are  re- 
membered. Secretary  Doak  asserted. 
"This  Is  the  hour  for  a  re-birth  of 
patriotism,"  he  declared.  "No  better 
setting  can  bp  found  than  this  to 
strengthen  our  determination  that  de- 
structive forces  shall  not  prevail." 

"While  not  all  men  can  be  leaders, 
any  man  with  a  properly  adjusted  sense 
ol  proportion  and  right  can  recognize 
leadership  and  be  a  willing  follower 
when  once  he  has  assured  himsell  that 
its  goal  is  Justice."

origin.  A  representative  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  acknowl- 
edged that  fact  at  the  dedication  of 
the  "Lincoln  Marriage  Temple"  yes- 
terday, when  ' housands  of  Ken- 
tuckians  and  rotables  from  other 
states  gather,  u  in  Pioneer  Memorial 
itate  Park  here. 

Prof.  Edward  Saxon  of  Transyl- 
vania College,  which  had  its  origin  in 
another  log  cabin  10  miles  from  here 
150  years  ago,  put  those  prophetic 


might  have  marveled,  too,  at  the  lit- 
tle brick  "meeting  house"  erected 
over  Dick  Berry's  cabin.  Why  a 
church?  The  answer  is,  wrote  D.  M. 
Hutton,  editor  of  the  Harrodsburg 
Herald,  in  a  brochure  issued  especial- 
ly for  this  occasion,  that  "the  church 
is  the  strongest  link  between  man  and 
wife  and  God,  their  Creator  and  pre- 
served."

But  it  is  built  of  solid  chestnut  and 
oak  squared  logs  carefully  dovetailed 
at  the  corners,  and  chinked  originally 
with  the  hard  baking  red  clay  of  the 
encircling  fields.  Yet  here  history  had 
its  origin.  "The  lowly  became  the 
lofty,"  as  William  N.  Doak,  Secretary 
of  Labor,  said  in  his  dedicatory  ad- 
dress. 

Nancy  Hanks  would  have  been

Pioneer  Memorial  State 
Park 

Is  of  Unique  Value  to  Students  of  History 

THE  Pioneer  Memorial  State  Park  at  Harrodsburg 
was  opened  June  16,  1925  when  the  Kentucky  Pioneer 
Memorial  Association  purchased  the  necessary  land 
and  presented  it  to  the  State  for  a  park. 

The  eighteen  acres  purchased  is  where  Kentucky  civili- 
zation started.    Here  is  a  replica  of  Old  Fort  Harrod, 
the  main  stronghold  of  the  colonies  west  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains  during  the  Revolution. 

The  site  of  this  park  lies  on  three  sides  of  the  first 
cemetery  in  Kentucky,  where  many  of  those  who  had 
lived  in  the  Fort  laid  out  by  James  Harrod  in  1774  are 
buried,  adjacent  to  the  original  Fort. 

The  cabins  that  housed  the  pioneers,  the  first  school 
in  Kentucky,  the  spring  that  furnished  water  to  the 
soldiers  and  many  relics  of  pioneers  can  be  seen  inside 
the  stockade. 

This  Fort  was  erected  June  16,  1774  by  Colonel  James 
Harrod  and  his  thirty  companions. 

The  Mansion  Museum  of  the  period  of  the  War 
Between  the  States  has  been  turned  into  a  museum  and 
recently  under  the  present  Park  Commission  has  been 
put  in  splendid  condition. 

In  1931  a  room  was  set  aside  in  the  Mansion  Museum 
for  Lincoln  collections  and  in  1932  across  the  Hall  of 
Fame  a  room  was  set  aside  under  the  present  adminis- 
tration for  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  Collec- 
tions. Three  valuable  portraits  have  been  presented  to 
the  Commission  for  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy 
room — Jefferson  Davis  and  Robert  E.  Lee  by  Mr. 
George  D.  Pratt  of  New  York  and  J.  C.  Breckinridge 
*by  Mr.  Harold  Dean  Collins  of  Frankfort,  Ky. 

In  this  park  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  First 
Permanent  Settlement  of  the  West  at  Harrodsburg, 
Ky.,  will  soon  be  completed  by  the  War  Department  at  a 
cost  of  $100,000.00  appropriated  by  Congress.

England  died  in  1787,  the  leadership  went  into  the  hands 
of  Joseph  Meacham,  Mother  Ann's  spiritually  "first  born 
son  in  America." 

Father  Joseph  fulfilled  Mother  Ann's  desire  by  "gather- 
ing in"  the  family  to  a  home  in  Mount  Lebanon,  New 
York,  on  Christmas  Day.  1787.  During  the  next  few 
years  eleven  other  societies  were  established  in  New  Eng- 
land and  New  York. 

Early  in  the  nineteenth  century  the  Shakers  heard  of 
the  Kentucky  Revival  which  was  at  its  height  at  Cane 
Ridge  in  Bourbon  County.  This  "outpouring  of  the 
spirit"  in  Kentucky  was  said  to  be  greater  in  intensity 
even  than  was  the  New  York  revival  of  1779;  John 
Meacham,  Benjamin  Seth  Young  and  Issachor  Bates, 
therefore,  started  on  January  first  to  walk  to  Kentucky  to 
bring  their  gospel  to  the  "individuals  expecting  an  answer 
to  their  ten  thousand  prayers."  They  arrived  in  Kentucky 
the  last  of  March  and  after  preaching  in  several  of  the 
counties  went  into  Ohio  "led  by  the  spirit  of  God"  first 
to  Malcham  Worley  and  the  next  day  to  Richard 
M'X'emar. 

In  his  Kentucky  Revival,  the  first  bound  volume  issued 
by  the  Shakers,  Richard  M'Nemar  gives  a  graphic  account 
of  the  manifestations  of  conversion  which  consisted  of 
trances,  shrieks,  shakings,  "jerks"  and  unconscious  fits. 
Prepared  thus,  the  field  was  ripe  for  the  harvest  of  Shaker- 
ism.   Two  societies  were  established  in  Kentucky  and  four 
in  Ohio.    Sometime  later  a  Shaker  society 
was  "gathered"  in  Indiana.    The  Com- 
munities  in   Kentucky   were   at  South 
Union  in  Logan  County  and  at  Pleasant 
Hill  in"  Mercer  County. 

The  Kentucky  Revival  which  lasted 
from  1801  to  1807  saw  also  the  breaking 
away  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Barton  W.  Stone  and  others  who  were  to 
found  the  church  which  today  is  known  as 
the  Christian  Church,  or  the  Church  of 
the  Disciples. 

Each  society  of  Shakers  is  composed  of 
one  or  several  "families"  of  spiritual  sis- 
ters and  brothers  with  elder  brothers  and 
elder  sisters  in  control.  At  Shakertown. 
Kentucky,  there  were  about  ninety  mem- 
l>ers  in  each  family.  The  Centre  Family 
lived  in  the  large  stone  house  in  the  middle

FLANKED  on  either  side  by  a  thousand  feet  of  brown, 
soft  stone,  dotted  with  intermittent  patches  of  ever- 
green shrubs,  and  peaked  with  verdant  forests  of  oak, 
pine  and  dogwoods,  the  Breaks  of  the  Big  Sandy  River 
stretch  for  a  distance  of  several  miles  over  Pike  County 
and  connect  this  State  with  the  Old  Dominion. 

For  years  tourists  from  all  parts  of  America  have  visited 
this  spot  of  grandeur ;  have  made  pilgrimages  through  the 
wilderness  where  Boone  and  Clark  once  blazed  a  trail ; 
have  passed  the  battlegrounds  where  the  warpainted  Chero- 
kees  and  Shawnees  fought  duels  to  the  death  for  possession 
of  Kentucky's  "Happiest  Hunting  Ground ;"  have  passed 
the  house  where  President  James  A.  Garfield  became  com- 
mander of  his  Union  Force  in  the  conflict  between  the 
states  and  passed  on  into  the  great  gift  of  nature — The 
Breaks  of  the  Big  Sandy. 
"The  Breaks." 

This  is  indeed  the  proper  name  for  this  spot  of  beauty. 
Jn  some  glacial  or  other  prehistoric  disturbance  this  section 
of  the  mountains  was  rent  asunder  and  hundreds  of  tiny 
cataracts  and  cascades  were  formed  on  the  rock  bed  to 
hurtle  the  waters  of  the  Russel  Fork  of  the  Big  Sandy 
River  on  more  rapidly  to  the  quiet  and  even  streams  below. 

Overlooking  an  especially  rugged  section  of  the  river 
bed  is  "Chimney  Rock,"  a  peak  of  solid  stone  which  reaches 
into  the  heavens  for  hundreds  of  feet  as  though  standing 
as  a  waiting  sentinel  for  other  ranges  which  are  to  come 
in  the  distant  future. 

But  "Chimney  Rock,"  surrounded  by  other  tree-capped 
hill  tops,  is  not  barren.  There  can  be  found  the  mountain 
flowers  and  grasses  in  sheltered  nooks  and  here  and  there 
clumps  of  Rhododendron  grow.  This  rock,  by  a  narrow 
path,  is  accessible  to  the  tourists,  who,  once  gaining  the 
summit,  can  hold  a  panoramic  view  of  the  vast  expanse  of 
uninhabited  hillsides  which  lie  for  miles  in  Kentucky  and 
Virginia  mountains.  Hundreds  of  feet  above  the  rock- 
>edded  canyon,  tourists  can  see  the  flower-decked  banks 
nd  the  rapid  little  river  which  tumbles  and  swirls  through

A  crowd  that  may  reach  the  fifty 
thousand  mark  is  expected  to  assem- 
ble at  Pioneer  Memorial  State  Park! 
at  Harrodsburg  Friday  morning  at  9  j 
o'clock,  when  President  Franklin  D. ! 
Boosevelt  will  dedicate  the  f  100,000 
Federal   Memorial   erected  there  in' 
honor  of  the  Pioneers  and  General 
George  Rogers  'Clark.   Included  in  the 
number  will  be  a  large  number  of 
.State  and  National  officials.  Gover- 
nor Ruby  Laffoon  will  preside  and 
will  present  Senator  Alben  W.  Bark- 
ley,  who  will  introduce  the  President1 
of  the  United  States  to  the  audience. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to- 
have  a  rectangular  bit  of  bluegrass 
sod  from  nearby  hills  form  a  blanket 
for  the  speakers  stand,  upon  which 
the  President  will  stand  during  the 
dedicatory  address.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  address,  a  stone  marker  will 
be  placed  upon  the  spot  on  which  the 
President  stood.

Because  of  the  nearness  and  the 
close  associations  of  the  two  counties, 
and  the  Historical  Societies  in  Spring- 
field and  Harrodsburg,  Washington 
County  will  turn  out  en  masse  to  at- 
tend the  dedication  ceremonies  Fri- 
day. The  Springfield  High  School 
and  other  schools  in  the  county  will 
he  dismissed  in  order  to  permit  the 
teachers  and  as  many  of  their  pupils 
Tvho  can  attend  to  do  so.

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THE  LINCOLNS  AND  THE  METHODIST  CLERGY 


Carlisle  once  said,  "The  religion  of 
a  man  is  the  chief  fact  concerning 
him."  If  this  be  true  it  is  quite  im- 
portant to  observe  the  contacts  of  the 
Lincoln  family  with  ministers  of  var- 
ious faiths.  The  Methodist  Church 
presents  an  interesting  and  impres- 
sive group  of  clergymen  who  greatly 
influenced  Lincoln  directly  and  indi- 
rectly; Benjamin  Ogden,  Jesse  Head, 
George  L.  Rogers,  Peter  Cartright, 
and  Matthew  Simpson.  

Benjamin  Ogden 

"The  First  Western  Cavalier"  is  theN 
title  given  to  Benjamin  Ogden  by 
Redford,  a  Methodist  historian  of  note 
who  wrote,  "His  name  was  the  syno- 
nym of  courage  and  suffering.  He  had 
alone  traversed  the  wilds,  swum  its 
rivers  and  encountered  difficulty  and 
danger."  In  1786,  at  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-two, Ogden  was  the  only  preacher 
in  Kentucky  named  in  the  minutes  of 
the  Methodist  Church. 

After  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy 
Hanks  were  married  by  Jesse  Head  in 
Washington  County  they  moved  im- 
mediately to  Elizabethtown  where 
Thomas  Lincoln  had  already  been 
closely  associated  with  Ben  Ogden  who 
had  been  living  in  Elizabethtown  for 
many  years.  Like  most  of  the  early 
ministers,  he  supplemented  his  relig- 
ious work  with  manual  labor.  Ogden 
followed  the  occupation  of  cabinet 
maker.  Thomas  Lincoln  was  closely 
associated  with  him  as  their  names  ap- 
pear together  on  many  documents.  As 
early  as  the  year  1800,  Ogden  was  in 
Elizabethtown  and  for  the  next  few 
years  joined  more  young  people  in 
matrimony  than  any  of  the  ministers 
in  the  county.  On  March  13,  1806,  he 
officiated  at  the  wedding  of  Daniel 
Johnston  and  Sarah  Bush.  Sarah 
Bush  Johnston  later  became  the  step- 
mother of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Jesse  Head 

In  the  community  where  Thomas 
Lincoln  grew  to  manhood  and  where 
Nancy  Hanks  was  living  in  the  home 
of  her  Uncle  Richard  Berry,  there  also 
resided  a  preacher  of  the  Methodist 
faith  by  the  name  of  Jesse  Head.  He 
was  born  in  Frederick  County,  Mary- 
land, on  June  10,  1768,  and  as  early  as 
1797  he  had  arrived  in  Kentucky. 

The  Washington  County  Court  on 
February  7,  1803,  authorized  him  to 
"solemnize  the  rites  of  matrimony" 
and  three  years  later  on  June  12,  he 
served  as  officiating  clergyman  at  the 
wedding  of  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy 
Hanks,  two  young  people  whom  he  had 
known  personally  for  many  years  The 
duly  recorded  certificate  of  the  mar- 
riage he  performed  for  the  future  par- 


ents of  Abraham  Lincoln  may  be  ob- 
served in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
Washington  County,  Kentucky,  court- 
house. 

George  L.  Rogers 

The  marriage  of  Thomas  Lincoln  to 
his  second  wife,  the  widow  Sarah 
Bush  Johnston,  was  solemnized  on  De- 
cember 2,  1819,  in  Elizabethtown,  Ken- 
tucky, by  Rev.  George  L.  Rogers.  It 
is  important  to  note  that  on  both  oc- 
casions when  a  marriage  was  antici- 
pated by  Sarah,  she  sought  out  a 
Methodist  clergyman  to  perform  the 
ceremony,  indicating  that  she  was 
closely  associated  with  this  church 
body  if  not  affiliated  with  it. 

f     Rogers  was  born  in  Farquier  Coun- 
f  ty,  Virginia,  on  April  30,  1793.  After 
J  migrating  to  Kentucky  he  was  or- 
;  dained  a  Deacon  by  Marcus  Lindsey 
I  and  an  elder  by  Bishop  Soule.  He  pro- 
duced credentials  of  his  ordination  on 
February   2,   1819,   which   gave  him 
the  authority  to  "celebrate  the  rites 
|   of  matrimony"  and  that  same  year  of- 
|i   ficiated  at  the  Lincoln-Johnston  wed- 
>    ding.    Rogers   was   termed    a  local 
preacher  and  followed  the  trade  of 
I    wheel -wright   and   chair   maker.  He 
I  lived  to  be  ninety-nine  years  of  age. 

Peter  Cartright 

No  name  among  Lincoln's  early  po- 
|  litical  opponents  has  become  more  fa- 
I  miliar  than  that  of  Peter  Cartright. 
/  He  was  probably  known  to  Lincoln's 
I   father  and  mother  as  he  preached  for 
a  while  in  Washington  County,  Ken- 
tucky, in  1805,  as  is  evident  from  this 
record  which  appears  on  the  county 
order  book  of  that  year. 

"On  the  motion  of  Peter  Cartright, 
a  minister  of  the  gospel  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church,  he  having  made  oath  and 
with  Samuel  Poter  and  Jesse  Head, 
his  security  executed  and  acknow- 
ledged bond  as  the  law  directs  a  tes- 
timonial is  granted  him  to  solemnize 
the  rites  of  marriage." 

Lincoln  first  encountered  the  Metho- 
dist circuit  rider  when  they  were  both 
candidates  for  the  Legislature  from 
Sangamon  County  in  1832.  This  time 
Cartright  was  one  of  the  four  success- 
ful candidates  while  Lincoln  failed  to 
place  among  the  four  men  to  be  elect- 
ed. It  was  in  1846,  however,  when  the 
real  battle  for  political  supremacy 
was  waged  between  Lincoln  and  Cart- 
right, this  time  Lincoln  being  the  suc- 
cessful candidate.  This  interesting 
contest  has  been  kept  alive  in  the 
memories  of  the  people  by  the  tradi- 
tional story  which  claims  that  during 
the  Congressional  race  Lincoln  at- 
tended a  religious  meeting  in  which 
Cartright,   the   minister,   asked  how 


many  wanted  to  go  to  heaven.  Lin- 
coln not  replying  in  the  affirmative, 
Cartright  asked  him  where  he  wanted 
to  go.  "To  Congress,"  Lincoln  ans- 
wered. 

Methodist  Ministers  Committee 

While  Lincoln  was  personally  ac- 
quainted with  several  Methodist  cler- 
gymen he  was  on  one  occasion  visited 
by  a  committee  of  Methodist  minis- 
ters from  a  conference  assembled  in 
Philadelphia.  To  their  address  of  as- 
surance of  the  unfaltering  support  of 
Methodists,  Lincoln  replied: 

"Gentlemen. 

"In  response  to  your  address,  allow 
me  to  attest  the  accuracy  of  its  his- 
torical statements;  indorse  the  senti- 
ments it  expresses;  and  thank  you,  in 
the  nation's  name  for  the  sure  promise 
it  gives. 

"Nobly  sustained  as  the  government 
has  been  by  all  the  churches,  I  would 
utter  nothing  which  might,  in  the 
least,  appear  invidious  against  any. 
Yet,  without  this,  it  may  fairly  be 
said  that  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  not  less  devoted  than  the  best, 
is  by  its  greater  numbers,  the  most 
important  of  all.  It  is  no  fault  in 
others  that  the  Methodist  Church 
sends  more  soldiers  to  the  field,  mope 
nurses  to  the  hospital,  and  more 
prayers  to  Heaven  than  any.  God  bless  / 
the'  Methodist  Church — bless  all  the 
this  our  great  trial,  giveth~~us  the{ 
churches. 

"A.  Lincoln" 


Matthew  Simpson 

The  most  distinguished  of  all  the 
Methodist  clergymen  with  whom  Lin- 
coln came  in  contact  was  Bishop  Simp- 
son. His  acquaintance  with  the  Presi- 
dent began  in  Illinois  and  he  was  a 
frequent  visitor  at  the  White  House 
during  the  war.  On  occasions  Bishop 
Simpson  was  called  into  conferences 
with  the  President  and  at  the  opening 
of  the  Sanitary  Fair  in  Philadelphia, 
President  Lincoln  requested  that  the 
Bishop  represent  him  and  give  the 
opening  address. 

Bishop  Simpson  delivered  the  clos- 
ing eulogy  of  a  long  series  of  tributes 
which  had  been  paid  to  the  departed 
Lincoln.  He  seems  to  have  been  se- 
lected for  this  office  as  America's  out- 
standing clergyman  who  was  closely 
associated  with  the  President.  The 
closing  words  of  Bishop  Simpson's  fu- 
neral oration  over  the  body  of  Lincoln 
follow: 

"We  crown  thee  as  our  martyr,  and 
Humanity  enthrones  thee  as  her  tri- 
umphant son.  Hero,  martyr,  friend, 
farewell."

Most  people  of  Kentucky  are  familiar  with  the  palisade  of  Old 
Fort  Harrod,  and  the  log  buildings  within  that  inclosure,  but  not  so 
many  know  about  the  Mansion  Museum,  pictured  above,  nor  the  Lin- 
coln Marriage  Temple  in  which  the  parents  of  the  immortal  Abraham 
Lincoln  had  been  married  by  Rev.  Head,  nor  the  Federal  and  other 
monuments,  the  Doctors'  Shop  and  many  other  things  that  make  up 
the  Pioneer  Memorial  Historical  Shrine  at  Harrodsburg,  operated  by 
the  Kentucky  Division  of  Parks.  But  each  year  more  and  more  peo- 
ple are  becoming  acquainted  with  them,  and  Pioneer  Memorial  is  to 
Kentuckians  one  of  the  most  popular  historical  shrines  in  the  State. 

Harrodsburg  people  will  claim,  and  I  believe  rightly  so,  that  more 
Kentucky  history  has  been  learned  here  than  in  any  hundred  school 
rooms  in  the  Commonwealth.  No  one  can  visit  Pioneer  Memorial,  look 
upon  the  many  shrines  it  contains,  read  the  dedicatory  bronze  tablets 
and  learn  from  attendants  the  story  of  important  people  and  signifi- 
cance of  incidents  of  the  early  days,  without  being  imbued  with  re- 
newed interest  in  Kentucky  history  and  development. 

In  Old  Fort  Harrod,  built  near  the  site  of  the  original  Fort,  Ken- 
tucky's first  permanent  settlement,  faithfully  reproducing  it  on  a 
slightly  smaller  scale,  will  be  found  the  old  school  house  antt  other 
buildings  furnished  in  the  mode  of  pioneer  days  and  items  used  in  the 
homes  and  in  home  industry  of  that  time;  while  in  the  Mansion  Mu- 
seum rooms  are  dedicated  to  periods  of  our  country's  history;"  includ- 
ing the  early  Federal  Union  of  States.  There  are  the  Lincoln  Room, 
the  Confederate  Room,  the  George  Rogers  Clark  Room,  while  on  the 
second  floor  are  collections  containing  most  every  type  of  gun, 
many  old  and  rare  musical  instruments,  Indian  relics,  rare  bottles, 
historical  books  and  many  articles  of  unusual  interest.  Many  hours 
can  be  spent  profitably  by  persons  of  all  ages,  at  the  Pioneer  Memorial 
State  Historical  Shrine  at  Harrodsburg. 


Old  Lincoln  Cabin. 


Charleston,  111..  June  22.— Ag- 
cotding  co  an  article  in  theHarrods- 
burg,  Ky.,  Herald,  called  to  the 
Courier's  attention  by  J.  D.  White, 
the  little  log  cabin  in  whichThomas 
Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks,  parents 
I  of  Abraham  Lincoln  were  married 
on  June  12,  1806,  is  now  owned  by 
the  state  of  Kentucky.  The  deed 
to  the  property  was,  within  the  last 
ten  days,  presented  by  the  Harrods- 
burg  Historical  Society  to  the  Ken- 
tucky State  Park  Commission. 

This  Gabin  orginally  stood  near 
Beech  Fork  in  Washington  county, 
about  thirty  miles  from  Harrods- 
burg  Historical  Society  for  preser- 
vation and  was  removed  toHarrods- 
burg  and  re-located  on  about  a  half 
acre  tract  of  ground  given  to  the 
society  by  Miss  Irene  Moore.  The 
presentation  to  the  state  of  this 
Lincoln  marriage  cabin  and  the 
ground  on  which  it  stood  in  Har- 
rodsburg  becomes  a  part  of  the  Pi- 
oneer MemoDialStatePark  in  which 
stood  Old  Fore  Harrod.log  stockade, 
and  first  permanent  settlement  of 
Kentucky.  This  is  being  maintain- 
ed as  a  shrine  to  the  pioneers, 
j  Kentucky  and  Indiana  have  both 
.furthered  the  erection  and  mainten- 
I  ance  of  memorials  to  the  Lincolns, 
land  they  are  expected  to  join  hearti- 
ly in  the  providing  of  the  latest  pro- 
posed memorial — the  Lincoln  Nat- 
ional Highway  from  Hodgenville, 
Ky  .  to  Beardstovvn,  Illinois. 


Historic  Park  in  Kentucky 

Is  Sesquicentennial  Shrine 

The  Sesquicentennial  and  World  Stale  Monument  and  the  historic

to   Kentucky's    Pioneer  Memorial 


town  of  Harrodsburg,  points  out  the 
"Travelers  Cheque"  Survey  Bureau 
of  the'  American  Express  in  their 
series  of  American  Highways  and 
Rivers  of  History. 

The  Pioneer  Park  at  Harrodsburg 
is  a  memorial  to  the  first  perma- 
nent settlement  in  the  state  estab- 
lished by  Capt.  Harrod  in  1774.  The 
park  of  25  acres  is  entered  through 
a  colonial  gateway  and  contains 
replicas  of  old  Fort  Harrod,  which 
has  been  authentically  reproduced. 

Within  the  stockade  walls  are  the 
reproduction  of  the  first  school 
house  in  the  state,  cabins  of  pioneer 
settlers,  furniture  and  the  hand- 
fashioned  agricultural  implements 
of  early  American  pioneers. 

The  log  cabin  in  which  Thomas 
Lincoln  and  Nancy  Hanks,  parents 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  began  house- 
!  keeping  after  their  marriage  in  1806 
is  now  moved  to  the  park  and  en- 
closed in  a  beautiful  colonial  build- 
ing. In  the  Mansion  Museum  are 
many  rare  historic  collections  and 
celebrated  paintings. 

Among  the  curiosities  is  "Little  i 
God's  Acre,"  Kentucky's  oldest 
burial  ground  and  famous  quaint 
cemetery  of  epitaphs,  markers, 
names  and  carvings.  Congress  has 
erected  a  national  monument  to  the 
first  settlers  outside  the  stockade, 
with  six  figures  of  heroic  size  as 
an  attractive  approach.  The  mojiu- 
ment,  which  is  in  Harrodsburg  for- 
merly known  as  the  "Old  Town," 
offers  many  fine  homes  of  pioneer 
days.  It  is  here  where  Ann  Mc- 
Ginty  brought  the  first  spinning 
wheel  to  the  west  of  the  Alle- 
ghanies  and  inspired  linens  made 
from  the  lint  of  nettles  and  linsey 
from  Buffalo  wool.

When  Kentucky  was  a  coupfe 
of  hundred  years  younger,  the 
natives  were  not  nearly  so  hospi- 
table as  they  are  now.  Plenty  of 
times,  stockaded  Fort  Harrod 
proved  to  be  a  welcome  refuge 
for  the  pioneers  from  howling  In- 
dians who,  more  than  once, 
chased  James  Harrod,  Daniel 
Boone  and  their  companions  into 
the  safety  of  the  fort. 

Fort  Harrod,  built  in  1  774  on 
a  site  surveyed  by  Harrod  and 
Boone,  proved  a  haven  for  set- 
tlers pouring  into  the  western 
country  through  Cumberland 
Gap  and  over  the  Wilderness 
Road.  In  1974,  the  fort's  gates 
.will  swing  open  in  a  wide  wel- 
come to  visitors  as  Kentucky  cel- 
ebrates the  200th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  Fort  Harrod. 

Fort  Harrod  has  been  built 
again  at  Harrodsburg.  Authentic 
as  to  details,  the  wooden  enclo- 
sure contains  blockhouses,  cab- 
ins; even  a  log  schoolhouse. 
Rude  buildings  are  stocked  with 
handmade  utensils  and  farm  im- 
plements, and  the  hastily-put-to- 
gefher  furnishings  of  the  pioneer 
era.  The  forf  makes  up  a  portion 
of  Old  Fort  Harrod  State  Park, 
on  US-68  and  US-127  in  the 


center  of  Harrodsburg. 

Much  of  Kentucky's  romantic 
past  is  recalled  here.  The  Lincoln 
Marriage  Temple,  just  inside  the 
entrance  to  the  park,  which  was 
designed  to  represent  an  early- 
lvth-Century  Kentucky  church, 
contains  a  large  and  highly  val- 
ued relic.  The  mellow  brick  build- 
ing shelters  the  log  cabin  in 
which  Abraham  Lincoln's  par- 
ents, Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy 
Hanks,  were  married  on  June 
12,  1806.  The  one-room  cabin 
was  removed  from  its  original  lo- 
cation in  Washington  County  to 
the  present  site  in  1911  by  the 
Harrodsburg  Historical  Society. 
Mansion  Museum 
The  Mansion  Museum,  in  a 
house  built  in  1830  by  Major 
James  Taylor,  stands  across 
from  the  Lincoln  Marriage 
Temple.  It  houses  mementoes  as- 
sociated with  the  great  periods 
of  Kentucky  history,  with  Lincoln, 
with  the  Confederate  cause,  and 
with  George  Rogers  Clark.  Ap- 
propriate other  exhibits  are  in 
the  Gun  and  Music  rooms. 

Fort  Harrod's  pioneer  ceme- 
tery, older  than  any  other  burial 
ground  in  Kentucky,  contains  the 
graves  of  more  than  500  early 
settlers.

Old  Fort  Harrod  State  Park  in  Harrodsburg,  Ky.,  commemorafes  the  first  permanent 
white  settlement  west  of  the  Aleghenies.  In  the  park  there  is  a  museum,  a  replica  of 
HorrOCl     the  original  fort  and  scores  of  pioneer  utensils  and  implements. 


Each  Summer  the  park  am- 
phitheatre comes  alive  with  an 
exciting  outdoor  drama,  "The 
Legend  of  Daniel  Boone."  Au- 
diences nightly  witness  the  ex- 
citement, sorrows,  struggles  and 
joys  that  greeted  Americans 
making  the  westward  trek  in  the 
1700's. 

Students  of  period  houses  find 
a  treasure  trove  in  the  town  of 


Harrodsburg.  Examples  of  Geor- 
gian and  Greek  Revival  archi- 
tectural styles  are  numerous, 
and  experts  consider  the  details 
of  many  houses,  such  as  Dia- 
mond Point,  among  examples  of 
the  state's  finest  craftsmanship. 
Another  of  Harrodsburg's  old 
houses,  once  a  girls'  academy, 
is  now  Beaumont  Inn,  renowned 
for  its  good  Kentucky  food  and 


for  its  hospitality.  The  Morgan 
Row  houses,  said  to  be  the  old- 
est standing  row  houses  used  for 
commercial  purposes,  are  five 
distinct  buildings  that  were  once 
connected  by  first-floor  passa- 
geways. They  were  built  be- 
tween 1807  and  1830  by  Jo- 
seph Morgan  in  downtown  Har- 
rodsburg, and  a  portion  of  them 
has  been  restored. 


Shakers  legacy 

One  of  the  more  lasting  le- 
gacies bequeathed  by  the  Sha- 
kers is  the  simplicity  and  honesty 
of  design  in  their  furniture  and 
architecture.  Micajoh  Burnett,  an 
expert  builder,  with  skilled 
stonecutters,  brickmasons  and 
woodcarvers,  produced  a 
"Georgian-Shaker"  architectural 
style  that  presents  some  of  the 
finest  examples  of  19th-century 
construction  found  in  America. 

In  the  mid-1 850's  the  society 
began  to  decline.  It  is  natural  to 
suppose  that  the  Shakers'  strict 
practice  of  celibacy  was  largely 
to  blame,  though  the  Civil  War 
and  its  ravages  contributed  to 
their  demise.  The  last  Shaker, 
Sister  Mary  Settles,  died  in 
1923,  marking  the  end  of  over 
100  years  of  the  colony  at 
Pleasant  Hill. 


Seven  miles  northeast  of  Har- 
rodsburg is  the  restored  Shaker 
colony  of  Pleasant  Hill.  Though 
it's  been  many  years  since  the 
founding  of  the  Believers'  Co- 
lony there,  the  Shakers'  gentle 
influence  is  still  being  felt  in  the 
1  9th-Century  village. 

The  United  Society  of  Belie- 
vers in  Christ's  Second  Appear- 
ing founded  their  communal  reli- 
gious colony  at  Pleasant  Hill  in 
1  805,  on  the  1  40-acre 
Shawnee  Run  Farm.  By  1820 
the  Shakers  had  erected  some 
25  buildings,  counted  over  500 
members  in  their  settlement,  in- 
creased their  plantation  to 
4,300  acres,  and  constructed 
warehouse  and  wharf  facilities 
on  the  Kenlucky  River. 
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
